Al SUISSONS SECOND 
DAY, DESURIBES BATTLE 


Roads Beyond Meaux Show That Re- 
treating Germans Fought All the 
Way —Fagged-Out Horses Shot, 
Motor Trucks Burned When Gaso- 
line Gave Out.

PARIS, Sept. 13 (delayed by censor).—The struggle for the possession 
of Soissons lasted two days. The second day's battle, which I witnessed, 
ended with the city in the possession of the French. It was part*of the 
seven days of continuous fighting that began Sept. 6 at Meaux. 

Then, the German left wing, consisting of the army of Gen. von Kluck, 
was within 10 miles of Paris. But the French and English, instead of 
meeting the advance with a defense, themselves attacked. Steadily, all 
of last week, at the rate of 10 miles a day, they have been driving the 
Germans back across the Aisne and the Marne and so have saved Paris. 

When this retrograde movement of the Germans began, those who 
could not see the nature of the fighting believed that the German line 


of communication, the one from Aix-la-Chapelle through Belgium, had 


proved too long, and that the left wing was voluntarily withdrawing to 
meet the new line, communicating through Luxemburg. 
Desperate Resistance Shown Along Roadway. 

The fields of battle beyond Meaux, through which it was necessary 
for me to pass to reach the fight at Soissons, showed no evidence of 
leisurely withdrawal, but on both sides evidence of most desperate fight- 
ing and of artillery fire that was widespread and desolating. That of the 
Germans, intended to destroy the road from Meaux and cover theip re- 
treat, showed marksmanship so accurate and execution so terrible as, 
while it lasted, to render pursuit impossible. 

The battlefield stretches from the hills three miles north of Meaux, 
for four miles along the road, and a mile to each side. The road is lined 
with poplars three feet across, and as high as a five-story building. For 
four miles the road was piled with branches of the trees. 

The trees themselves were split as by lightning, or torn in half as, 
with your hands, you could tear apart a loaf of bread. Through some, 
solid shell had passed along clean holes. Others looked as though 
drunken woodsmen with axes from roots to topmost branches had slashed 
them in crazy fury. 


Many Killed by Terrific Bombardment. 


Some shells ‘had broken solid trunks in two as a hurricane snaps a 
mast. That no human being could survive such a bombardment I saw 
many grewsome proofs. In one place for a mile the road was lined with 
those wicker baskets in which Germans carry their ammunition. These 
were filled with shells unexploded, and behind the trenches were hundreds 
more of these baskets, some as large as lobster pots or umbrrila stands. 
for the shells of the siege guns, and others each of three compartments 

For shrapnel lay in gutters along the road, and in the wheat fields 
on each side the brass shells flashed in the sunshine like tiny mirrors. 
The four miles of countryside, over which for four days each army had 
plowed the earth with shells, was the picture of complete desolation. The 
route of the German army was marked by knapsacks, uniform and ac- 
countrements, scattered over the fields on each hand as far as one could 
see. 

Red Cross flags hanging from bushes showed where there had been 
dressing stations. Under them were bloodstains, bandages and clothing 
and boots in heaps as high as a man’s chest, and the bodies of those 
German soldiers that the first-aid had failed to save. After death, the 
body is mercifully robbed of its human aspect. You are spared the thought 
that what is lying in the trenches among the shattered trees and in the 
what fields, staring up at the sky, once was man. It appears to be only 
a bandle of clothes, a scarecrow that was tumbled among the grain. 


‘Missing’ Frequently Buried, Unidentified. 

But it gives a terrible meaning to the word “Missing” when you read in 
the reports from the war office that 5000 are “Missing.” You like to 
think of them safely cared for in a hospital or dragging out the period 
of the war as prisoners, but the real missing are those I saw today, the 
unidentified dead. Some peasant will bury them tonight or tomorrow 
but he will not know the purpose of the medal each wears around his 
neck. (Fach German soldier wears a medal with a number correspond- 
ing to his number on the army roll, for purposes of identification. ) 

With him will be buried his name and the number of his regiment 
No one will know where he fell or where he lies. Someone will always 
hope that he will return. For among the dead his name did not appear. 


REPLACING OF NEW 
STAMP TAX AFTER 
YEAR IS PROPOSED 


Many Democrats Favor Shift of 
War Levy to Incomes as 
Soon as Possible. 


17.—A brand- 


proposition on incomes will be 
by one or more members of 
Ways and Means Committee 
when consideration of the bill be- 
gins. It is the purpose of cer- 
tain Democrats to add one-half of a 
cent to the present income tax all 
down the line, and let the sum col- 
iected in this way take the place of 
the stamp tax provided for by Mr. 
Underwood's plan after ‘it has Bin 
S year. 

This, the friends of the income tax 
proposition say, would meet the ar- 
gument that such a tax would not be 
responsive. In other words, they say, 
let the stamp tax run for a year and 
bring in $35,000,000, but at the end 
of that time substitute for it the in- 
ccme tax. 

The war tax situation as it stands 
is that Chairman Underwood and 
other members of the Ways and 
Means Committee are ready to frame 
a bill that will provide a tax on beer 
at the rate of 50 cents a barrel, and 
sweet wines at 20 cents a gallon, and 
dry wines at 12%; a stamp tax on 


commercial paper, a tax on tobacco 
manufacturers and dealers, this being 
a privilege, and 2 cents a gallon on 


gasoline. 
Prospect of large revenues from a 


stamp tax on insurance policies and land 
conveyances has led the Democrats to 
plan to eliminate the tax on checks from 
the bill. Some members hope to aban- 
don the checks ‘ax altogether, but if 
that is not feasible it will be proposed to 
exempt all checks under $50. 

No effort will be made by the House 
Committee to substitute a graduated tax 
on automobiles based upon manufac- 
turers’ value, for the 2-cent tax on gaso- 
line. Such an effort may be made, how- 
ever, when the bill reaches the Senate. 
Many amendments will be offerea w 
tne war tax bill when it reaches the 
floor of the House and Senate. There 
are Congressmen who would tax ciga- 
rettes, cigars, soft drinks and whisky.

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GERMANY'S REPLY TO WILSON, 


NONCOMMITAL 


‘President Gets Message From Chancellor and 


Further Word Is Expected — Wilson Re- 


plies to Kaiser

WASHINGTON, Sept. I17.—President 
Wilson announced today he had received 
from the Imperial Chancellor of Ger- 
many a non-committal reply to his in- 
quiry into the report that Emperor Wil- 
liam was willing to discuss terms ot 
pesce. 

President Wilson said there was not)- 
ing to indicate whether the inquiry haji 
been brought to the attention of Em- 
peror William. The opinion prevails ir 
official circles that a further reply is 
expected. 

President Wilson's answer to.the mes- 
eage of protest from President Poincare 
of France, who charged the German 
army with using dumdum bullets, has 
been prepared today, and was ready to 
be cabled. 

While the text had not been given out 
at the White House, it was understood 
that Mr. Wilson's reply followed the 
lines of his answer to Emperor William, 
who in a message to the President ac- 
cused the allies of using dumdum bullets, 
and his verbal address to the Belgian 
commission that called on him yester- 
day to protest against alleged atrocities 
by the Germans in Belgium. 

In both of these Mr. Wilson made it 
plain that the United States at this 
time cannot pass judgment on or take 
part in any controversies between the 
countries now at war. Settlement of 
these matters, he said, must await the 
termination of the war, which he prayed 
might be very soon. 

The text of the President’s reply to 
Emperor William, which follows closely 
the wording of his talk to the Belgian 
commissioners, was as follows: 

“I received your Imperial Majesty's 
important communication of the 7th and 
have read it with gravest interest and 
concern. Yam honored that you should 
have turned to me for an impartial judg- 
ment as the representative of a people 
truly disinterested as respects the preg- 
ent war, and truly desirous of knowing 
and accepting the truth. 

“You will, I am sure, not expect me 
to say more. Presently, I pray Goa 
very soon, this war will be over. The 
day of accounting will then come. When 
I take it for granted the nations of 
Europe will assemble to determine a 
settlement Where wrongs have been 
coinmitted, their consequences and the 


relative responsibility involved will be 
assessed. The nations of the world have 
fortunately, by agreement, made a 
Plan for such a reckoning and settle- 
ment. What such a plan cannot com- 
pass, the opinion of mankind, the final 
arbiter of such matters, will supply. 

“It would be unwise, it would be pre- 
!mature, for a single government, how- 
ever fortunately separated from the 
present struggle, it would even be in- 
consistent with the neutral position of 
any nation, which, like this, has no 
part in the contest, to form or express 
a final judgment. ‘ 

“T speak thus frankly, because I know 
that you will expect and wish me to do 
sO as one friend should to another, and 
because I feel sure that such a reserva- 
tion of judgment until the end of the 
war, when all its events and circum- 
stances can be seen in their entirety, 
and in their true relation, will commend 
itself to you as a true expression of 


sincere neutrality.

BERLIN, Sept. 17, via London.—An of- 
ficial casualty list published today shows 


4563 names. 

Mention is made of the hard fighting 
evidenced on the part of German Polish 
regiments in East Prussia. 
ple, three companies of the Fifty-ninth 
Infantry, stationed at Soldau, lost 354 
men. The Forty-seventh Infantry, with 
headquarters at Posen, suffered 268 cas. 
ualties. A majority of both regiments 
are Polish. A battalion of the 136th In- 
fantry, stationed at Strassburg, lost %¢ 
men, one company alone losing seven 
officers and 114 men. 

A battalion of the 1424 Infantry of 
Baden-Baden reported the loss of 10 of- 
ficers and 249 men. Two battalions of 
the 148d Infantry, stationed at Strass- 
burg, lost 13 officers and 498 men.

HARD PRESSED ARMY 
OF CROWN PRINCE MAY 


DETERMINE OUTCOME 


Invaders Are in Positions They Se: 


lected, and Have Been Reinforced 
From Their Forces in Lorraine— 


Possibly 3,000,000 Men Engaged.

PARIS, Sept. 17, 3:20 p. m—The official report issued im 
Paris this afternoon on the progress of the fighting northeast of 
the capital, shows thatthe great battle is continuing with unde: 


cisive results. 

The resistance of the Germans has not boas broken, although 
at certain points they are described as giving back slightly. Ad 
other points they continue to fortify themselves. 

The French have repulsed some of their counter attacks. 

The text of the official communication is as follows: 

‘‘¥iret—On our left wing the resistance of the enemy oa ‘the 
heights to the north of the River Aisne has continued, in spite of the 
fact that the enemy gave back slightly at eertain points. 

‘‘Second—On the center between Berry-au-Bac on the Aisne and the 
Argonne, the situation shows no change. The enemy continues to for 
tify himself along the line previously indicated. Between the Argonne 
and the Meuse, the Germans are intrenching themselves in the vicinity 
of Montfaucon. In the Woevre distriet we have come in contact with 
several detachments of tho enemy between Etain and Thiancourt. 

‘‘Third—On our right wing in Lorraine and the Vosges, there has 
been no change. 

‘‘Summing up, the battle is being continued along the entire front 
between the River Oise and the River Meuse. The Germans oecupy posi- 
tions organized for defense and armed with heavy artillery. 

‘‘Our progress is of necessity slow, but our troops are animated by 
a spirit of offensive action and they are giving evidence of vigor and 
enthusiasm. They have repulsed with success the counter-attacks un- 
dertaken by the enemy both during the day and at night. The morsle 
of the French soldiers is excellent. f 

‘‘The Austrian armies evacuating Galicia are in full rout. Their 

losses in killed, wounded and prisoners are estimated at several hundred 
thousand men. The German army corps which went to their succor gre

Berlin Says Front Is Unchanged; 
New Man Heads the Secord Army 


BERLIN, Sept. 17, by wireless via Sayville, L. L—An official] 
report given out at army headquarters at midnight (Wednesday) 
says that the French front remains unchanged. The French at 
tacks on a number of points Tuesday night and Wednesday were 
successfully repulsed by the Germans, who made a number of vice 
torious counter attacks. 

Owing to illness, Gen. von Hausen, former commander of the second or 
Saxon army, has been replaced by Gen. von Einem, former Minister of Wan 
Gen. von Hausen is 68 years old. 

Another change in leadership has taken place in the Fourteenth Reserve 
Corps, where Gen. von Schubert has been replaced by Quartermaster-General 
von Stein, the well-known editor of the official war reports and auther of 


laconic war bulletins.

3,000,000 Men Engaged in 
Battle Along 110 Mile Line 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—The front of the opposing armies along the 
Aisne is, as the crow flies, 110 miles. With the original armies engaged 
and the reinforcements which have reached them since battle was given, 
the forces aggregate probably 3,000,000 men. Making allowances for 
the deviation north of Loan, the line must be quite 150 miles long, so 
there is ample room for successes on one part of the field and reverses 
elsewhere. 

The Germans are in their selected positions with strong reinforce- 
ments brought up from Lorraine; consequently this great battle may yet 
prove to be one of the most decisive and momentous of the war. 

Whether the Germans have found it necessary or advisable to turn and en- 
gage in a general action or not, this great battle wages fiercely and rivals in 
‘importance the battles of the Marne. 

Germans are strongly entrenched on the heights of Laon and Rheims, with 
their right protected by the Oise and the Aisne at Noyon. 

The British and French armies seem to be attempting to repeat on 
the Aisne the turning movements carried out so successfully on the Marne 
and in the present case they have the additional incentive of knowing, 
should the German right again be turned, there are no great defensive 
positions behind the invaders until they reach the River Meuse. 

The position of the army of the German Crown Prince, making its 
way toward the Stenay Gap, remains full of interest. The French army 
which barred the exit of the Crown Prince by Toul is still hurrying in 
pursuit of him. 

The allies’ right pursues the Orown Prince. All reports indicate that the 
iatter is quite as demoralized as was Von Kiuck’s army, and is suffering 
equally from lack of provisions and ammunition. While Von Kiuck has no 
doubt received what he needs in this respect, it is doubtful if the Crown 
Prince has. 

The issue of the battle may depend upon the condition of the Crown 
Prince’s army, and whether he can make a stand and prevent the allies 
from turning the German left. 

Some of the military experts still think that the Germans hope by this 
action only to check the onrush of the allies and that later they will take 
up the defensive on the Namur line. 

There is no confirmation of the reported German abandonment of 
Liege, but it would not be surprising in the opinion of observers in 
London, to see the Germans quit Belgium altogether if there is any truth 
in the report that the Eastern arena of the wai has become the decisive 
position in German eyes and that Germany will be content for the pres- 


ent to remain a defensive attitude in the west. 

(Sienay Gap is a pass in the mountains lying parallel to the River Meuse. 
The town of Stenay, from which it takes its name, is 25 miles due north of

French Embassy Gives Battle Line 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The French Embassy today announced receipt 
of the following dispatch from Bordeaux: 

‘*On the 14th and 15th of September the rear of the enemy has been in 
touch with the pursuing forces of our army. The rear of the enemy has 


been reinforced by German troops.

Returning Refugee Tells How' 


Czar’s Troops Were Aided 
in Their Successes. 


LINDON, Sept. «:.—Samuel Rezner, 
whose address is given as 4 East Fifty- 
eighth street, New York City, has ar- 
rived in London from Halicz, a town of 
Austria-Hungary, near the Russian 
border, after having seen much of the 
fighting between the Russians and Aus- 
trians. 

Rezner was visiting 
farmer, when the war began.

BEATEN AUSTRIAN |

London Believes Battered 
Troops Will Try to Unite 
With Another Force at 
Cracow and Attempt to 
Block Russian Advance

GERMANS EXPECTED 
TO MOVE ON WARSAW 


Kaiser’s Commanders Con- 
centrate 750,000 Men for 
Possible of 
Poland, Which Would Di- 
vert Russian Campaign. 


By Associated Press, 
LONDON, Sept. 17. — Dispatches 


from Russian sources are interpreted 
here as meaning that the terribly bat- 
tered second Austrian army is safe 
under the guns of Przemysl, but with 
the Russians only 19 miles away. Des- 
perate efforts probably will be made 
to form a junction with the Fourth 
Austrian army with the idea of reor- 
ganizing with Cracow as the base. 
The Russians have crossed the River 
San and are hammering away at the 
retreating Austro-German forces. De- 
spite their unprecedented losses the 
forces of the Germanic allies seem to 
retain their fighting organization, and 
if they gain Cracow they may prevent 
the Russian right from making a 
march on Berlin from Warsaw.

“The Russians have been successful 
in the fighting with the retreathg Aus- 
trians along the whole front and news 
is continuously coming in of the Cap- 
ture of further prisoners and guns. On 
the left bank of the River San the Rus- 
sians have successfully attacked the 
Austrians, who are retreating.

Germans Flee From Poland, 

A Petrograd dispatch to the 
Telegraph says: 

“The news of the Russian victories, 
say correspondents at the front, have 
caused a headlong flight among the 
Germans in the districts of Czenstocho- 
wa, Klobucko, Sieradz and Kalisz, Rus- 
sian Poland.

Submarine Fired Two Torpedoes 
at Cruiser Hela Six Miles 
Off German Coast.

LONDON, Sept. "17,.—The Harwich cor- 


respondent of the Liaily Telegraph sends 
this story of how the German cruiser 
Hela was destroyed, as toid by one of 
the crew of submarine E—?: 

“In the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing two or three British submarines 
were stalking the Hela about six miles 
off the German coast. The wind was 
freshening and ths sea was beginning 
to get rougher. The E—9 came to the 
surface at 6:30 o’clock and sighted the 
enemy, which was seen to be within 
range. 

‘With all possib!e speed the E—9 dived 
and at a suitable depth launched two 
torpedoes at intervals of 15 seconds. 
Whether both struck is not definitely 
known, but one of them certainly was 
effective, as the explosion followed. 
“The E—9 remained below about a 
quarter of an hour and then came to the 
surface briefly for a survey, which 
showed the Hela listing tadly. There 
were other German ships in the vicinity 
but none were active fighting units. 

“The submarine prudently dived again 
at once. After an interval something 
over a quarter of an hour, !t came to 
the surface again, but the Hela had 
disappeared. 

“The submarine got away safely, but 
was unable to make a report of her 
achievement to the admiralty until to- 
day, when she first got within her wire- 
less range. The submarine crew said 
their boat was never seen by the enemy 
either befere or after the blow was 


struck.”

Soon Chatting With Finemy. 

“In less than % hours, the Belgian 
citizens were chatting comfortaBly with 
+he German invaders and the allegation 
of German brutality and demoniacal tor- 
ture dissolved into one of the myths 
which have accompanied all wars. 

“Neither in Brussels, nor in its en- 
virons, was a single offensive act, so 
far as I know, committed by a German 
soldier. In a city of more than 500,000 
people, invaded by a hostile army of 
yerhaps a quarter of a million soldiers, 
flagrant to demand

“IT marched for days with the German 
columns, often only one day behind the 
fighting, with the houses that had been 
burned still smoldering, the ground 
freshly broken by shells and trampled 
by horses and men and the memory of 
the German advance vivid in the minds 
of the inhabitants. 

“T interviewed an average of “0 persons 
in each of a dozen towns and found only 
one instance of a noncombatant who 
had been killed without a justifiable 
provocation. In this case the evidence 
did not clearly prove that the man was 
‘wantonly murdered. 

“He lived in one of the typical small 
Belgian countrvside houses which com- 
bine the comforts of home with the 
lure of a sma!!l public bar. This house 
was at the north end of Merbes le 
Chateau, a town through which a large 
part of the German army passed on the 
road to Maubeuge. A son of the mur- 
dered man. whose name was Arthur 
Nicodem, showed me blood clots on the 
fioor marking the place where Nicodem 
fell, his throat cut by a saw-edged Ger- 
man saber. 

Four Houses Had Been Burned. 

“It was said by some inhabitants that 
the murdered man showed a pair of 
binoculars, but a more probable ex- 


| planation was that English outposts had 


eoncealed themselves in the house, from 
of fire upon 
first German invaders. The infer- 
ence that the shooting was done by Bel- 
gian civilians may have inflamed the 
Germans to reprisals. In that neighbor- 
hood four houses had been burned and 
one Was astill ablaze as I passed on 
Wednesday, Aug. 26. 

“This town of Merbes le Chateau, 
which had been the scene of an unim- 
portant skirmish between the Germans 
and English on the previous Sunday, 
was rijdled with rifle shots. The small 
number of windows intact showed that 
the Germans had made a deliberate as- 
sgauit upon the residents of the town. 

“Rut the inhabitants themselves ad- 
mitted that all of, the shooting had been 
done by a comparatively small number 
of Germans, and tliat the firing had not 
been begun until English soldiers, who 
had concealed themselves :n the houses, 
had fired first up».a the Germans.

Buissiere Virtgally Destroyed. 

“Buissiere—particularly the lower part 
of the city—had been virtuaily destroyed 
by a cross-fire froin French and German 
artillery. Tops of breweries had bee. 
hurled bodily to the ground and walls 
had either disappeared or become gro- 
tesquely dislodgel. The whole city lay 
in smoking ruins, with only its draw- 
bridge across the Sambre and a few 
marbie stations and boathouses towering 
above the debris. But here, two days 
after the battle, women and children 
were moviig comfortably about the 
town and not a single complaint was 
uttered ayait.st German conduct. 

“The town of Solre-Sur-Sambre is a 
small village about five miies south of 
Buissiere, and is iinportant, not as a 
battlefield, but as 9 center about which 
‘he French end German conflict waged 
steadily for two cays, Aug. 20-24, the 
french line, aficr making sporadic 
stands, being forced back steadily over 
the French border until the movement 
became a flight. 


“Into this town 130 French killed and 
more than a hundred wounded were 
brought in a single day. Auguste Blari- 
aux, Burgomaster, said that he know of 
no cases of German cruelties, save dis- 
tant rumors, which he had learned to 
discredit. It ought to be said to the 
credit of the Belgians that they have 
not allowed their bitterness toward the 
Germans to carry them into unfair re- 
crimination. 


“Robert J. Thompson, American Con- 
sul at Aachen, visited Liege during and 
after the capture of the forts. It is the 
opinion of Mr. Thompson that no out- 
rage was committed by Germans dur- 
ing the several days’ fighting there. 


“There are, of course, reported out- 
rages beyond investigation either on ac- 
count of the vagueness or because it 
is impossible to weigh the provocation. 
It is known, for instance, that 112 na- 
tives were killed in Renouchamp, not 
far from Ardennes: German soldiers 
say that they were killed because they 
fired upon them from the roofs and 
windows of the houses. 

“The history of the absolute destruc- 
tion of the historic city of Louvain with 
its cathedral and its university, is by 
this time well known. The German ver- 
sion of this is that the inhabitants un- 
der the direction of the Burgomaster, 
established themselves in the church, 
where they also installed a machine 
gun. They proceeded to greet the Ger- 
mans with a deadly fire. 

Generally Credited Explanation. 

“The Belgians say, on the other hand, 
that part of the German army, mistak- 
ing one of their own retiring divisions 
for the enemy, opened fire upon them, 
whereupon, deluded into thinking an 
assault by Belgian civilians, the Ger- 
mans razed the whole city. 

“IT have not been able to acquire any 
direct evidence in regard to these last 
two instances, but the explanation gen- 
erally credited by disinterested persons, 
is that the Belgians who had laid down 
their arms, according to the Burgormas- 
ter’s preclamation on the entrance of 
the enemy, took them up again, when 
it looked as if the Germans were re- 
treating from the town, and opened fire 
from their windows upon a retiring 
German train. 

“The most authoritative German de- 
nial of German offenses comes from 
Major-General Thaddeus von Jarotzgsky, 
Military Governor of Brussels, who in- 
formed me that in numerous cases, he 
had been received with a pretense of 
friendliness by Belgian civilians, whe 
later fired upon the German soldiers 
from windows and from between the 
roof tiles. This was done, he said, after 
a declaration of surrender vy the Bur- 
gomaster and a proclamation warning 
the citizens against any show of re- 
sistance. 

‘In such violations of the rules of 
war, the General said, he punished the 
offender by burning the houses from 
which the shots were fired, 

“This explanation of the burning of 
villages is given with such perfect una- 
nimity by all German officers and men 
that to go into separate instances is 
unnecessary. It seems to serve as @ 
sert of blanket extenuation for all Ger- 
nan severities. I can only say that in 
every case of reported outrage or re- 
prisal which was susceptible of investi- 
xation I have found either that the out- 
rage was a figment of the Belgian mind 
Or that it was more than half excused 
by circumstances. 

Actual Kunowledge of Sniping. 

“I have actual knowledge of the snip- 
ing by Belgian citizens at Manage and 
other towns and even the Belgians ad- 
mit that in a few instances they have

“A Belgian fugitive from a suburb of 
Charleroi brought to Nivelle a story of 
the Germans marching the priest and 
several of the inhabitants before the 
army as a protection against fire from 
the houses. This has received ample 
verification, but hardly Comes. under 
the heading of atrocities. 

“The prevalence of the Belgian prac- 
tice of sniping from the houses wa:

ing myself, who were being taken as 
prisoners from Beaumont to Aachen in 
an army train. We were advised to lie 
down on the floor of the car, as the 
Belgian snipers would shoot us from 
the houses. But there was no firing. 

“This; of course, is not a brief for 
German army: it is an account of Ger- 
man conduct as it appeared to an im- 
partial observer who had the rather ex 
traordinary opportunity of traveling for 
days with the German columns over a 
distance of more than. 100 miles, 
through a dozen important cities and 
towns.

Germans Withdraw.

In Soissons 
they left a rear guard to protect their 
supplies, who were destroying ail 
bridges leading into the town. 

At the time I arrived, a force of 
Turcos had been ordered forward to 
clean Soissons of the Germans, and the 
French artillery was endeavoring to dis- 
close their positions on the hills. 

The loss of the bridges did eni- 
barrass the black men. In rowboats 
they crossed to Soissons and were 
warmly greeted. This morning Soissons 
was drawing no color line. 

The Turcos were followed by engi- 
neers, who endeavored to repair one 
bridge, and in consequence were heavily 
shelled with shrapnel, while, with intent 
to destroy the road and retard the 
French advance, the hills where the 
French had halted were being pounded 
by German siege guns. This was at a 
point nearly three miles from Chaudun 
hetween the villages of Breil and Cour- 
telles. From this height it could see 
almost to Comptlegne, and 30 miles in 
front in the direction of St. Quentin.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A new White 
Paper published today makes tlie 
charges that Austria was prepared to 
settle the dispute with Servia by media- 
tion when Germany declared war on 
Russia and then on France. 

In a long dispatch dated Sept. 1, to Sir 
Ecward Grey, the Foreign Secretary, Sir 
Maurice de Bunsen, British Ambassador 
ac Vienna, states that on Aug. 1 Russia 
and Austria had almost arrived at an 
egreement, Austria consenting ‘to sub- 
mit to mediation a point in the note to 
Servia which seemed incompatible wirtr. 
the maintenance of Servian independ- 
ence. 

‘Russia accepted the proposition, on 
the condition that Austria would refrain 
from an actual invasion of Servia 
Count Schebeko, the Russian Ambassa- 
cor,’’ Sir Maurice declares, ‘“‘was work- 
ing hard for peace to the end. 

Conciliatory Language Unsed. 

Hie was holding out most conciliatorv 
lauguage to Count Berchtold, the Aus- 
trian Foreign Minister, and he was in- 
formed that the latter, as well as Count 
l‘orgach, had responded in the same 
spirit. 

“Certainly, it was too much for Rus- 
sia to expect that Austria would hold 
Lack her armies, but this matter coula 
probably have been settled by negotia- 
tion, and Count Schebeko repeatedi; 
said he was prepared to accept any rea- 
sonable compromise. Austria, in fact, 
had freely yielded, and that she herself 
had at this point good hopes of a peace 
ful issue is shown by a communicatioi 
made to vou (Sir Edward Grey) on the 
first day of August by Count Mensdorf?f 
Austrian Ambassador at London, that 
Austria had neither banged the door on 
compromise nor cut off the conversa- 
tions. 

“Unfortunately, these conversations at 
St. Petersburg and Vienna were cut 
short by the transfer of the dispute to 
the more dangerous ground of a direct 
conflict between Germany and Russia. 

“Germany intervened on July 31 by 
means of her double ultimatums to St. 
Petersburg and Paris. These ultima- 
tums were of a kind to which only one 
answer is possible and Germany de- 
clared war on Russia on Aug. 1 and on 
France on Aug. 2. 

“A few days’ delay might in all prob- 
ability have saved Europe from one of 
the greatest calamities in history.” 


“Russia Left in the Dark.” 
Dealing with the beginning of the trou- 


ble. the Austrian note to Servia, Sir 
Maurice states that the French Ambas- 
sador was under the impression that 
the note would contain nothing with 
which a self-respecting state need hesi- 
tate to comply. So little was the Rus- 
sian Ambassador made aware of what 
was preparing that he actually left Vi- 
enna on leave for a fornight about July 
3%. The Italian Ambassador was alsc 
left completely in the dark. 

“As for myself,” continues 
Maurice, ‘‘no indication was- given 
by Count Berchtold of the 
storm and it was from a private source 
that I received a forecast of what was 
about to happen. 

“On July 24 the note was published in 
newspapers by common consent. It was 
at once styled an ultimatum. Its inte- 
gral acceptance by Servia was neither 
expected nor desired, and when on the 
following afternoon it was first rumored 
in Vienna that it had been uncondition- 
ally accepted there was’a moment 7% 
keen disappointment. The mistake wav 
quickly corrected and as soon as it war 
known later in the evening that the 
Servian reply had been rejected andj 
that Baron Giesel had broken off rela- 
tions at Belgrade, Vienna burst into a 
frenzy of delight, vast crowds parading 
the streets and singing patriotic songs 
till the small hours of morning. 

“Now the floodgates opened and the 
entire people and press clamored impa- 
tiently for the immediate punishment of 
the hated Servian race. The country 
certainly believed that it had before it 
only the alternative of subduing Servia 
or of submitting sooner or later to 
mutilation at her hands. But a peaceful 
solution could have been attempted. A 
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trayed. But their practice was at fault, 
and the shells fell only on either side. 

When they struck, they burst with 
a roar. casting up black fumes and dix- 
ging a grave 20 yards in circumference. 
But the French soldiers disregarded 
them entirely. 

In the trenches, which the Germans 
had made and abandoned, they hid from 
the wind and slept peacefully. Others 
slept in the lee of the haystacks, their 
red breeches and blue coats making 
wonderful splashes of color against the 
yellow grain. For seven days they have 
been fighting without pause, and battles 
bore them. 

Late in the afternoon. all along the 
15 miles of battle, firing ceased. For 
the Germans were falling back upon 
Laon, and once more Soissons, freed of 
thern as, 1500 years ago, she had freed 
herself of the Romans, held out her 
arms to the allies. 
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DIARY TELLS OF 
VARYING TIDE OF 
BATTLE OF MARNE 


Calm and Joy Prevailed Sept. 
{3, Citizen of Crepy-en- 
Valois Writes. 


PARIS, Sept. 17.—The following ex- 


tracts from the diary of a citizen 
Crepy-En-Valois, published today in the 
Petit Parisien, gives a graphic resume 
of the varying fortunes of the battle of 
the Marne: 

“Aug. 30: 
10,000 men. 

“Aug. 31: Arrival of French wounded.

Systematic pillage com- 
menced vesterday continues. 

“Sept. 3: Continued cortege of troops. 
Some set fire to houses for amusement. 

“Sept. 4: All Germans have passe. 
Heavy firing toward Nanteuil. 

‘Sept. 5: Germans come back: pillage 
resumed. 

“Sept. 6: First wounded Frenchmen 
arrived. Indecision apparent among 
German troops: don’t know whether go 
south or north. 

“Sept. 7: Cannonading resumed furi- 
ously. German aeroplane threw bomb 
on a factory transformed into a hos- 
pital. A Taube brought down at tie 
station. The French arrive and capture 
German stores. 

“Sept. 8: A Taube aeroplane catches 
fire and falls toward Feinies. Cannon- 
ading continues without respite. 

“Sept. 9: French cavalry retreats an! 
Germans come back to town at noon 
and pillage is resumed.

Germany Didna’t Fear Russia. 
“The conviction had been expressed 


to me by the German Ambassador on 
July 24 that Russta would stand aside. 
This teeling influenced, no doubt, the 
course of events, and it is deplorable 
that no effort should have been made 
by means of diplomatic —- negotiations, 
with acquiescence of Russia and Europe 
as a whole, for some peaceful compro- 
mise of the Servian question by which 
Austrisen fears of Servian aggression 
and intrigue might have been revealed 
for the future. 

‘Instead of adopting this course, the 
Austro-Hungarian Government resolved 
upon war. The inevitable consequence 
ensue. Russia replied to a partial 
Austrian mobilization and the declara- 
tion of war against Servia by a partial 
Russian mobilization against Austria. 
Austria met this move by completing her 
own mobilization and Russia again re- 
sponded.’ 

Sir Maurice saw Count 
July 28 and urged that the scheme of 
mediation mentioned tn Sir Edward 
}rey’s speech in the House of Commons 
should be accepted as offering an hon- 
orable and peaceful settlement. 

Count Berchtold said matters had 
gone too far. Austria Was that day de- 
claring war On Servia.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—A resume 
of the findings of the Belgian Commis- — 
} sion of Inquiry, appointed by the King ° | 
_of the Belgians to investigate the al- H A S | p d 
' leged atrocities committed by German ere re ome nex ensive an 
troops, was made public today after 
the report:had been presented to Presi- 
dent Wilson, 

The findings were grouped under the 
headings of “The Atrocities at Lins- 

' meau and Orsmael.” “The Massacre of 
Aerschot” and “‘The Destruction of Lou- 
vain.’ The summary follows: 

“German cavalry, occupying the vil- 
lage of Linsmeau, were attacked by 

‘geome Belgian tro ops and two gen- 
darmes. A German officer was killed by 
the Belgian soldiers during the fight 
and subsequently buried at the request 
of the Belgian officer in command. 
None of the civilians had taken part 
in the fight; nevertheless, the village 
was invaded at dusk, on Aug. 10, by 
a strong force of German cavalry, ar- 
tilery and machine guns. 

“Peasants Killed in Ditch.” 

“In spite of the formal assurances 
given by the Burgomaster that none of 
the civilians had taken part in the 
fight, two farms and six outlying 
houses were destroyed by gun fire and 
reduced to ashes. All the male popula- 
tion was then compelled to come for- 
wara and hand over whatever arms 

they possessed. No recently discharged 
firearms were found. Nevertheless, the 
pursuers divided these peasants into 
three groups. Those in one group were 
bound and 11 of them placed in a 
ditch where they afterwards were found 

- dead, their skulls fractured by the butts 
of rifles. 

“During the night of Aug. 10 German 
cavalry entered Velm in great numbers. 
The inhabitants were asleep. Without 
provocation the Germans fired on Mr. 
Deglinme’s house and broke into it. 
They destroyed furniture and looted 
valuables. They burned his barn, hay, 
corn stacks, implements, cattle and his 
farm yard. They carried off Mme. Deg- 
limme half naked to a place two miles 
away. She was then released, and as 
she fled, was fired upon, without being 
hit, however. Her husband was carried 
to a point in another direction and fired

“There they grouped them in lines 
of four men, made them run ahead of 
them and fired upon them, Killing 
them afterward with their bayonets. 
More than 40 men were found thus mas- 
sacred. 

“They pillaged the whole town, tak- 
ing from private residences all they 
could lay their hands on. The follow- 
ing morning they took one man out of 
every three, whom they had arrested 
the previous evening, and, leading them 
outside ‘tthe city, shot them. Among 
hese were the Burgomi’ster of the 
town, Mr. Thielmans, his 15-year-old 
son and his brother. 

Then they compelled the remaining 
villagers to dig holes to bury their vic- 
tims. 

“For three whole days they continued 
to pillage and set fire to everything in 
their way.

They (the Germans) shot up the 
fleeing citizens, set fire to private houses 
#rd sacked them. They wanted to make 
the victimized citizens declare that they 
themselves had set fire to their homes. 
Everywhere along the road of the Ger- 
man march the same horrers were vis- 
ible. The witness mentions the names of 
18 persons, who to his knowledge, were 
massacred at Aerschot. 
Destruction of Louvain. 

“The German. army penetrated into 
Louvain, after having set fire to the 
Surrounding towns and Villages. 

“From the moment of their entrance 
into the city they requisitioned lodging 
and food for their troops. Then en- 
tered every private bank and looted 
their reserve. They entered private 
residences and sacked and pillaged them, 
and indulged in orgies of all kinds. 

“They took hostages; all the prominent 
men of the city were detained.

was not a weapon found on any civilian. 

“On Aug. 2% an engagement took place 
in the neighborhocd of Louvain between 
German and Belgian troops. The Ger- 
mans, repulsed and pursued by the Bel- 
gain troops, retreated toward Louvain 
in full panic. 

“Many witnesses testify that at that 
moment the German garrison in Lou- 
vain was erroneously informed that 
Belgians were entering the city. Im- 
mediately the German garrison, sta- 
tioned at Louvain, withdrew toward the 
station, where they clashed with their 
own troops, whicn were being pursued 
by the Belgians. Everything seems <0 
point to the fact that a contact took 
place. 

“From that moment, pretending the 
Belgian civilians had fired upon the Ger- 
man troops, the Germans began bom- 
barding the city and kept up their bom- 
bardment until 10 o’clock that night. At 
the place where the affray started, not 
a single body was found of a civilian, 
proving that the population had not par- 
ticipated in the shooting. 

Germans Bombarded Louvain. 

“The houses which had not taken fire 
were set ablaze by rockets with which 
the German soldiers were supplied. 
The largest part of the City of Louvain, 
especially the ‘Haute Ville,’ that is 10 
say, the part comprising the modern 
houses, the Cathedral of St. Peter, the 
university hallg, with the old and fa- 
mous library of the university, its 
manuscripts, collections and scientific 
institutions, the theater and uwiany more 
buildings were at that time consumed 
by flames. 

‘The fire continued for several days. 
Numerous bodies of civilians covered 
the streets and squares. An eyewitness 
testified that in one place he counted 
more than fifty charred bodies of peo- 
ple, many persons who had taken ré’ 
uge in their cellars trying to escape 
perishing in the furnace of the blazing 
city. 

‘The fire started a little above the 
American College; the city is entirely 
destroyed with the exception of the city 
hall and the station. The fire con- 
tinued for days, and far from trying 
to stop it, the Germans seemed on the 
contrary trying to feed it by throwing 
straw into it. The cathedral and the 
theater were consumed by the flame 
and fell into ruins. The dbrary of the 
university also is destroyed. The town 
resembles an old city in ruins, in the 
midst of which drunken soldiers were 
carousing, carrying around bottles of 
wines and lMquor; the officers them- 
selves were installed in armchairs, 
drinking like their own men. 

“The procedure of the Germans seems 
to be the same everywhere—first of all 
they requisition food and drink, of which 
they partake to the point of drunken- 
ness. Then they begin to shoot wildly 
from the windows of abandoned houses, 
declaring that the inhabitants have fired 
upon them. Then the firing and shoot- 
ing scenes begin, and murder, especial- 
ly pillage and acts of cold cruelty, are 
witnessed 

“Men Locked in Churches.” 

“Neither age nor sex is respected. 
Even where they claim to know the per- 
petrator of the deed, they allege, the 
Germans do not content themselves with 
executing’ summarily the culprit—they 
wreak their vengeance on the whole 
town. After a first massacre, somewhat 
at random, they shut the men in the 
churches and order the women to go 
back to their homes and leave the door 
open.” 

“In several instances the civilians 
were sent to Germany, to be compellea 
there, it seems, to labor in the fleld as 
was done in the days of slavery.

Arrange to Make Purchases 
From Now on Fast as 
Orders Come. 


The Buy-a-Bale of Cotton Committee 
held a conference in the Business Men's 
League offices this morning with sev- 
eral cotton men to discuss means of 
furthering the purchase of cotton for 


storage until market cofiditions become 
normal. 


The committee is working out the de- 
tails of the plan to buy and store ag 
much cotton as the people are willing 
to buy at $50 a bale. The object of the 
purchase of cotton is to relieve condi- 
tions in the South resulting from the 
European war. 

The Buy-a-Bale Committee is sending 
letters to a@ great number of St. Louis- 
ans who, in the judgment of the com- 
mittee, are able to buy a bale. urgins 
them to do so. 

A telegram has been received from 
J. O. Phillips, one of the five St. Louis 
salesmen who started the movement, in 
which he says that the price of cotton 
in Texas had advanced 2 cents a pound 
as a result of the efforts being made 
here. 

A telegram has been received from 
Montgomery, Ward & Co. of Chicago, 
informing the committee that the firm 
is planning to purchase 10,000 bales from 
its customers in the South. 

Murray Carleton, George W. Simmons 
and A. L. Shapleigh were named as the 
purchasing committee. They were in- 
structed to buy immediately 1000 bales 
of cotton. 

The rules adopted provide that the 
cotton must be purchased in St. Louis 
trade territory; by State and not by lo- 
calities, 
Within the discretion of the 
mmittee, where the purchaser so re- 
auests, when 100 or more bales are or- 
dered, the purchase may be made in a 
particular locality. 

All cotton is to be purchased direct 
from the producer, and in no instance 
from speculators.

OF FRISCO FLYER 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-

LEBANON, Mo., Sept. 17.—Evidence 


taken today in a hearing conducted by 
Commissioner Frank Wightman of the 
Missouri Public Service Commission

miles of track in their charge. Joe 
White, the section foreman, testified 
that the gravel ballast was worn, but 
that he considered the track in good 
condition. 

He said the Frisco had supplied him 
materfal for all repairs he considered 
necessary. Questions were asked aimed 
to show the effect of worn ballast 
might have been that the heavy rain 
washed out sufficient ballast to enable 
the rain to eat into the dirt embank- 
ment from the top, and that the greater 
part of the embankment might have 
been cut away when the train and traci. 
slipped off the cot. 

G. E. Starbird and J. E. Jones, exami- 
ners for the Interstate Riise Com- 
mission, and Harry 8S. Brown, Prosecut- 
Ing Attorney of Laclede County, sat 
with Wightman to consider the evi- 
dence. The examiners will report the 
details of the wreck to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Wightman re- 
quested Prosecuting Attorney Brown to 
consider the evidence that he might 
have all information in the event any 
crminal negligence was shown. 

James A. Laughlin. of 3921 Botanical 
avenue, St. .Louls, conductor on the 
wrecked train, testified the weather was 
clear when the train departed from St. 
Louis and that the first rain encount- 
ered was at Cuba, 87 miles west of St. 
Louis. The rain was light, he said, 
from Cuba to Lebanon. 

When the train was wrecked the pas- 
sengers in the chair car became panic- 
stricken and Laughlin attempted to quiet 
them. 


Wall of Water Rushes into Car. 
As the car settled into the ditch, he 


said, a well of water five or six feet 
deep rushed into the car. He described 
the rescue of passengers, saying that 
many climbed through windows and 22 
took refuge on the top side of the car, 
from which they later were rescued. 

Laughlin said he had been running a 
train over the track at the place of the 
accident for 14 veers and never before 
had seen water of a greater depth than 
three feet at the place of the accideni, 
and that there never had heen any pre- 
vious trouble at that place. 

Jan.es O’Brien of Springfield, engineer 
on the wrecked train, testified he never 
before had seen any volu:ne of water 
at the place. When he left Lebanon he 
said there waa no indication of heavy 
rain. After the train had gone more 
than a mile, he sa‘d, a heavy ratn be- 
gan falling. He testified the train was 
running 45 miles ai hour, the maximum 
speed for the section of track being (0 
miles an hour. Wh.éen the train rounded 
a eurve, he said, he saw an unusual 
amount of water on both sides of the 
track. The water was not running over 
the track, he declared, and the ties and 
rails were visible. He said he put on 
emergency brakes when he saw the 
water and had brovght the train virtual- 
lv to a stop when the train toppled with 
the weakened roadied mto the water. 

O’Brien said ther: had been no occu- 
sion to think of any danger from the 
rain and that when he put en the emer- 
gency brakes he -lid so as a precaution- 
“ry Measure and that at that time he 
had no idea but that the train woul: 
pass the water in safety. 

O’Brien said he ; assed eastbound train 
[ Xo. § at Stoutland, 13 :niles east of 
Lebanon, and 
did not report any 
passed Goodwin 
wreck occurred, 
fore the “Texas Liiiited 
said he was satisfied that if the crew 
of No. & had encountered water danger 
it would have reported tne fact to him. 

Charles l.. Rhoades, engineer of No. &, 
testified he first encountered hard ratn 
seven miles west of Goodwin Hollow. 

He passed the place where the wreck 
later occurred at 1:08 a. m., he said, and 
there was no indication of high water 

No Slow Orders Issued. 

The wreck was al 2:55 a. m.. an hour 
and # minutes later. He said ther» 
were no slow omiers issued to him Dbe- 
cause of the rain. He said that even :f 
slow orders had been issued he would 
not have thovght tnere woi:!d be trouble 
at that point, as he had never seen hign 
water there. There had been no rain t'p 
io the time the train was nearing Leb- 
anon. 

General Manager Levy 
by questioning Rhoades, brought on: 

at the usual speed at the place of the 
50 miles an hour, and thai 
‘the track was in condition to stand that 
‘speed. O’Brien, recalled by Levy, said 
ithat the automatiz: block s'gnal showed 
clear track and > danger at the place 
of the wreck, which, he said, proved 
that the rails were not washed out. 

A break in a rail, he said, would cause 
a danger signal to show. Justice H. 
Shumake of Springfield, chief dispatche;: 
on the night of the wreck, said that no 
information had been received of heavy 
rains or soft track west of Lebanon. 

Joe White, section foreman. testified 
‘hat when the heavy rain began he 
started out to inspect the track froin 
his home at Brush Creek, two miles 
west of the place where the wreck oc- 
curred.

“The percentage of claims in Caron- 
delet Township may be larger than in 
any other one township, but I believe 
it will be only a sr.all proportion of the 
total for the entire county. 

“Had it not beer for the crop short- 
age this year and last year the tangled 
condition of Stevers’ affairs might not 
have been discovered. His system of 
operating was a sort of endless chain. 
When the term of a mortgage expired 
and the investor asked for the return 
of his principal, Stevens would induce 
him to reinvest the principal in another 
mortgage. 


Farmers Needed Money. 


“Stevens would say: ‘You may have 
your money if you want it but I have 
another deed which I think you will 
find it to your advantage to buy, so that 
your money won't lie idle while you are 
looking for another investment.’ The 
client usually toox the new deed with- 
out question. 


“The crop shortage in the last two 
years caused many St. Louis County 
farmers to need ready money. They de- 
manded cash when mortgages in which 
they had invested came due. In some 
cases they asked Stevens to find pur- 
chasers for mortgages which they held 
and which had not expired. Stevens’ ap- 
parent inability or unwillingness to meet 
the demands for cash and his slowness 
in finding a market for the unexpired 
mortgages caused the first suspicion that 
something was wrong. I and others in 
Carondelet Township went to Clayton *o 
investigate the records and we found 
we had been holding worthless paper.” 


Prompt Interest Payments. 


According to Kerth and others who in- 
vested their money with him, Stevens 
easily outstripped other St. Louis Coun- 
ty real estate dealers in placing mort- 
sage loans, because of the promptness 
with which he always made interest 
payments on the notes. When dealing 
with other St. Louis County real estate 
firms the farmers would have to drive 
into Clayton on interest days and lose 
valuable time collecting the interest and 
waiting until the proper credits and re- 
newals had been made. 


There was no such red tape about 
Stevens’ way of doing busineas. On the 
day the interest was due the farmer 
would receive a check for it by mail. . 
‘ew days later Stevens would drive up 
‘0 the farmer's home in his automobile 
und take up the note. Many farmers 
liked this system and the promptness 
with which he paid interest added great- 
ly to Stevens’ prestige. 


Service to Investors. 


Convenience to the investors was th 
keynote of Stevens’ method. They didn't 
have to go to him. He went to them. 
te boasted publicly that he had covered 
more miles in an automobile than any- 
one in St. Louis County. When he went 
in quest of investors he carried mort- 


{gage deeds and promissory notes in his 


pocket. 

To save themselves the trouble of a 
trip to Clayton or to Inspect mortgaged 
rroperty investors took Stevens’ word 
for everything. 

Sentiment also had much to do with

In this great rushing age of competency, when 
the world’s creed is the survival of the fittest, Is 
there not some place, some little notch, wherein 
may be sheltered one of the unfit? 

I am a&@ young man, age 27 hut a dependent.

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| CRIPPLING OUR LUMBER TRADE. 

A statement of facta made by the St. Louis 
Lumberman relative to an increase in the freight 
on forest products put in effect by Southwestern 
| railroads ving their headquarters in this city 
is 80 Ccompléte as to leave little to be added. 

The merits of this case are not involved in 
the general increase authorised for roads in the 
central traffic district. Briefly, the rate from 
Southern mills to St. Louis has been increased by 
20 cents a ton without any increase in the through 
rate to Chicago or to competitive points off the 
lines of the roads. The discrimination against 
St. Louis is the fact emphasized by the Lumber- 
man in vigorous language. 

‘On a car of lumber that will be unloaded here, 
the rate is $4 a ton. But on a car that will 
pass through here, destined for a competing city, 
the rate to St. Louis is only $3.80 a ton. 

The charge is unjust enough in the case of 
local wood-working factories which have to pay 
the discriminating rate for the raw material they 
advance in manufacture. Comment is not needed 
to show its greater injustice on re-shipping yards 
which sell forest products to outside points in the 
same shape in which they are received. 

Why should roads which are largely owned here 
and are managed from here place such an out- 
rageous handicap on the town in which they have 
large interests and with whose advancement their 
own welfare is so intimately associated? The 
whole thing backs up to an oppressive condition 
which has been in existence for many years and 
which more than anything else explains St. Louis’ 
slow progress—an oppressive condition {mposed 
by local railroads, which have always looked on 
St. Louis’ rivals as communities to be encouraged 
in all possible ways, but on St. Louts itself only 
as a community to be milked. 

For this discrimination is a reappearance in new 
form of the terminal “arbitrary.” It is explained 
as due to the fact that lumber destined for this 
city has to pay a 25-cents-a-ton terminal charge, 
which lumber destined for_places beyond does 
not pay. The Lumberman, brushing away all the 
old, worn-out sophistries by which this ancient 
imposition is defended, says: 

The 11-2 cents collected in the rate to St. 
Louis and set aside for the improvement and. 
value-enhancement of the great property 
represented in the St. Louis gateway terminal 
account must be regarded as merely “found 
money’ and not, for earnings purposes, as 
any part of the rate. In other words, the 
theory set up for rate-making and bookkeep- 
ing is that St. Louts should pay for tts ter- 
minals on both sides of the river through the 
operation of a local collection agency, the 
Terminal Railroad Association. 

The increased handicaps in these days of 
slack business, flerce competition and vanish- 
ing profits are nothing to these St. Louis rail- 
road men. “Soak ‘em” is apparently the smMb- 
boleth of St. Louis-headquarters traffic of- 
ficials, regardiess of justice or of the effect of 
the act on the continuance of traffic vital to 
the welfare of their roads. 

“But what,” adds the Lumberman, “is the use? 
Who can effectually interpose reason between a 
greed-fired mania and its object?” It says that 
a club and the fighting spirit to utilize it are the 
only things that will bring helpful results. 

The Post-Dispatch has been using that club for 
a good many years now. What is the Transporta- 
tion Committee of the B. M. L. doing? Where is 
its club?

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ONE-MAN RULE BY REASON. 
Charging that President Wilson made war 
upon Mexico through the abject submission of 
Congress to his will and that congressional leg- 
islation is merely the ratification of his plans, 
the Bostén Traveler declares that the President 
is as much of an autocrat as the Kaiser. It 
says: 

Leaving out of account the question of war, 
which by its very nature precludes the idea of 
a plebiscite, there is abundant evidence that 
our legislative system has broken down and 
that one-man rule is now prevailing. 

But Congress has the power to give or with- 
hold approval of the President’s plans and poli- 
cles. If it yields to wise counsel and superior 
judgment it exercises the full power of an inde- 
pendent representative legislature as much as it 
would by opposing foolish counsel 4nd bad judg- 
ment. 

The Boston Traveler confuses agreement be- 
tween co-ordinate executive and legislative 
branches of the government with despotic en- 
forcement of the executive will. It has not sense 
enough to distinguish between one-man rule by 
reason and one-man rule by autocratic decree.

Wilson is either a fool or a knave to make its 
case. 
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STEADY PROGRESS IN MEXICO. 
American troops are ordered back from Vera 
Cruz. 

This action is taken (the -Washington Gov- 

ernment explains), in view of the entire re- 
moval of the circumstances which were 
thought to justify the occupation. The fur- 
ther presence of the troops is deemed unnec- 
essary. 
First Ghief Carranza and Gen. Villa have ad- 
justed their differences of policy. Each has con- 
ceded something of the other’s position, to end in- 
ternal warfare and procure fulfillment, in the 
largest possible measure, of the Mexican people’s 
desire for liberty, for access to the land and for 
relief from the oppression of foreign exploiters. 
Carranza says: 

The Constitutionalists are working amica- 
bly together and with the single purpose of 
establishing permanent. peace and a stable 
government. All reports as to divisions in 
our ranks are false. Gen. Villa is working 
in perfect harmony and genuine loyalty. By 
reason of his patriotic attitude and his high 
merits I have just promoted him to the rank 
of General of Division. 

The Carranza governments has taken over the 


Mexican national railways. There is nothing 
alarming in this. The Mexican nation owns a 
majority of the stock of the railways. If it is not 
satisfied with their management, it has a perfect 
right to assume control and modify the manage- 
ment. The service is being restored, as rapidly 
as possible, to the ante-war basis. 

THE POWER OF LIFE AND DEATH. 
Argument rages as to who started the war-- 
and will be raging years hence.

His 
Board of Public Welfare and Water Commission- 
er and all other offiicals did the same. Indeed,

Going out to meet 
the enemy, she dictated terms to them, instead

Estimated That 7000 Names 
Had Been Put on the Lists 
at Noon. 


Voters who have moved since they 


last registered, or who have become of 
age or been naturalized, or by residence 
acquired citizenship in this State, may 
register today for the general election 


Nov. 3 and the special free bridge elec- 
tion Nov. 6. 


The registration books were opened at 
8 a. m. in each of the 474 precincts of 
the city, and will remain open until 
10 p. m This is the only day of regis- 
tration for those not so far legally 
‘registered and those who neglect it 
cannot vote at either election. 

Commissioner Sidney May estimated 
7000 had registered by noon. Chairman 
John W. Drabelle believed 20,000 would 
register before night, but said 18,000 of 
these would be voters who had moved, 
so that only about 2000 new names would 
appear upon the registration books. The 
last registration was 141,216. 

Many voters took advantage of the 
special charter registration in June to 
qualify themiselves for voting. Voters 
who registered then will not have to 
register today, unless they have woved. 

The Republican and Democratic city 
committees, and the Free Bridge Com- 
mittee, were working today to get 
every voter registered. Canvasses have 
been made by the political committees 
to list the names of all the unregistered 
voters, and an effort will be made to get 
all such persons registered during the 
day. 

The Democratic City Committee ar- 
ranged to have man at headquarters 
in the Boatmen’s Bank Building to give 
information to voters as to where they 
shall go to register. Such information 
may also be obtained at the Board of 
Election Commissioner's office, and the 
Republican city headquarters.

Evers Nabs Beck’s Angora. 


In a game at Robison Field during 
the Braves’ last trip to St. Louis, Evers 
and Beck had a ‘‘jawing’’ match. Beck, 
being unaccustomed to Evers’ tactics, 
so forgot himself that he thought there 


were three out when only two men were 
down and started to leave the diamond. 
From that minute on, Evers had pos- 
session of Zinn’s angora.

He fought the Cardinals, the fans, the 
umpire and the Braves. He antagonized 
his own men as much as he did the 
enemy, but his shafts of sarcasm seem 
to be just what the doctor ordered for 
the Boston players. 

Johnny’s aggressiveness almost is un- 
canny. Once the game begins he hasn’t 
a friend on the field. What’s more he 
doesn’t want one. We have seen him 
applaud a great play by Maranville 
then humiliate the Rabbit by snatching 
a ball from his hand all in one-half of 
an inning. 

Indeed, Evers igs such an expert goat- 
getter that he is liable to run Zinn Beck 
and Polly Perritt out of the ball park 
before the current season in Boston is 
at an end. Temperamentally, Beck and 
Perritt are not equal to the task of fight- 
ing Evers. It's an unfair battle. So 
why continue?
